“ The most im portant thing we 
have to face for the ye a r is the 
necessity for processing, canning, 
and storing w hat we are able to 
produce,” B e ll declared. 
Vital crops w hich w ill see an 
increased production include; navy 
1 and lima

be decreased in sm all grains and 
field corn. 
The entire program w ill cost

Brisb ane W as Right 


J^E S S THAN 50 years,” the late A rthur Brisb ane 
wrote in his popular column Today, “you will 
have b reakfast in San Francisco, lunch in New 
York City, and dine and dance in a Paris cafe.” 
Mr. Brisb ane was eyeing the future of aviation. 
In the light of some of the sw ift developm ents 
that have come since the airplane b ecam e one of the 
principal weapons of m odern mechanized w arfare, 
his prophecy, which b rought hoots of derision, does 
not seem to b e so far-fetched. With sm aller com­ 
b at planes hurtling through the air now at incred­ 
ib le speeds, m d w ith larger and larger huge trans­ 
ports stepping up speed constantly, Mr. B risb ane’s 
claim of crossing the continent and an ocean all in 
one day of sunlight may b e realized m uch b efore 
the passage of a half century.

Senator W herry's Chance 
Q^ENERAL HENNINGER, of the N eb raska State 
Selective b oard, reports that Neb raska farm ers 
will b e little affected b y the revisions in the agri­ 
cultural departm ent program announced in W ash­ 
ington. 


The reason, G eneral H enninger states, is that

b oards in N eb raska w ere undertaking then to m eet 
the prob lem s arising. 


DESTROYING BACTERIA 
W hen it was first discovered 
that a great m any hum an dis­ 
eases — the 
infectious 
group— 
w ere caused b y the entrance and 
growth of germ s in the b ody, an 
im m ediate con.scquence was the 
b elief that simply b y im m unizing 
anim als to these germs and using 
the im m une scrum , each one of 
the infectious diseases could b e 
controlled.

diphtheria and one or two others 
b ut for m ost of them it did not 
w ork at all. 
With tub erculosis, 
for instance, the first use of tu­ 
b erculin accelerated the severity 
of the disease rather than helped 
it. 
Then cam e the era of chemical 
control w hich was b asetl on the 
b elief that a chem ical drug coultl 
b e found which would kill the 
germ and not injure the ti.ssues of 
the living host. 
The b oundless 
enthusiasm w ith which the sulf­ 
onam ide drugs have b een greeted 
attests to the succes.s and value 
of this m ethod of treatm ent. 
But there is still another m eth­ 
od of chem ical control on the hor­ 
izon which has opened a secx ind 
front b y starting w ith the con­ 
ception that we can find in na­ 
ture m icro-organism s selectively 
adapted to the decomposition of 
alm ost every conceivab le type of 
organic compound. 
Ex perim ents W ith Germs 
In 
other words, ex perim ental 
work is now b eing carried on in 
which germ s are introduced into 
the b ody which have the specific 
action of destroying other germs 
w ith which the b ody is infected. 
It is som ething like the old saw: 


“A flea 
H as sm aller fleas that on him 
prey 
And these have sm aller still to 
b ite ’em 
And so proceed ad infinitum .” 


This work was b egun b y Dr. 
du Bos at the Rockefeller Insti­ 
tute for Medical Research and has 
b een carried forw ard b y other 
workers. 
Dr. du Bos specifically has pro­ 
duced a sub stance from soil b acil­ 
lus which, introduced into an ani­ 
mal w ith pneum onia, would at­ 
tack the germ of pneum onia—the 
pneum ococcus—and eat away its 
outer capsule, ex posing it to the 
action of the im m une sub stances 
in the 
b lood 
and 
to chemical 
agents such as the sulfonam ide 
drugs. 
When 
seen 
under 
the 
microscope the pneumococcus is 


I alw ays in vested w ith a cap su le o f 
some m aterial which .seems to b « 
quite resistant to attack b y de­ 
structive agents, so that the ac­ 
tion of this sub .slance, which has 
b een called polysaccharidse, does 
b attle w ith the germ of pneu­ 
monia b y rem oving its arm or, 
(iram iridin 
Dr. du Bos ex tracted another 
pi-otective agent which he called 
gram icidin from a soil b acillus 
which has a true antiseptic action 
in that it interferes w ith growth 
and possib ly kills off germ s in 
the b ody w ithout harm ing the 
b ody cells. 
A nother step forw ard was made 
b y Drs. H errell and Heilm ann at 
the Mayo Clinic w ith a sub stance 
which seems to b e antagonistic to 
germ s which cause skin infections. 
Still another of these .soil b acilli, 
penicillin, 
which 
has 
aroused 
m ore enthusiasm than any other, 
can b e given hypoderm ically w ith­ 
out any danger to the b ody cells; 
it kills off m any germ s which are 
resistant to the action of the sul­ 
fonam ide drugs. 
All of this work is in the ex ­ 
perim ental stage, b ut the most 
conservative w orkers in the field 
seem to feel that it opens up a 
new and ex citing chapter in m an’s

enem y, the germ.
